Duteh Finaneler Opena Peace Move
for Germany,

Loxpon, May 4.—An emissary of (Ger-
mAany's new peace offensive already Is in
England. According to the Central News
he Is & Dutch financler. Another agent,
the agency says, is believed to be on
the way.

The Times mays the general expecta-
tlon that the Germans, failing to obtain
& erushing victory in France and Flan-
dars, would inRugurate a peade cammpalgn
In the allled countries, peema likely lo
be fulfilled. It continues: .

"“On the one hand, German wspeakers
and agents ghow sumpicious readiness to
dilate upon the food shortage and gen-
eral discomfort in Germany, with the
obvious Intention of lending a ring of
sincerity to Germany’'s profesalon of
anxtety for peace. Al the same time
reutral emissaries of well known ante-
cedents and tendencies are understood
to have arrived recently in England and
other allied countries for the purpose of
suggenating that (f the Allles will only
show a pacific disposition they will find
Germany ready (0 meet them on mod-
erate terms. In some Instances these
eminsaries are believed to have put for-
ward proposals as to the best policy for
the Allles to follow.

Origin Well Understood,

“It need hardly be mald that the origin
of these mancuvres s gquite as well un-
deratood as was the purpose of the mili-
tary offensive In March, and that the
allled Governments are likely 1o present
as firm & front lo any peace Intrigue
as the allled armies presented to the
German military attacks™

The Doily Exrpresa says the first of the
peace offenaive agents In London lald his
proposala semi-officlally befors various
ofMclale. The newspaper says it under-
atands on high authority that this agent
is & Dutchman with Important financisi
asociations and that he came As a
friend of Von Kurimann ; that is to say,
his inquirien were made on behall of
the civil and not the military party in
Germany.

“This agent represented to the au-
thorities here'' the newspaper continues.
“that by our refusal to consider peace
last year we deprived the civil party in
(Germany of the chance of ousting the
military party, und also that the most
we could hope for now wam peace by
arrangement. He waa told there was
no such thing in the English dictionary
as peace by arrangement.

The Pall Mall Gasetle says:

“That Cireat Britain is always ready
for real peace soes without saving, but
such peace involves the settiement of
the moral gquestions ralsed by the war,
full expiation of Germany's fendish
erimes and the establishment of com-
plete safeguards agninst any future
outbreak of Hunnishness. No FURE®S-
tlon has come from Germany of her
readiness 1o satinfy those standards, and
none can be expected untll the military
class whieh controls her public life has
been rendered powerless by defeat’”
